most widely known residents of Pickaway county, died at 9 p. rn. Mon-

day in his home, 411 South Court street. He had been ill about three and 
one-half years. 
Prior to his retirement a little less than a year ago, Mr. Lynch, known 
popularly among his wide circle of friends as Frank, was engaged in the 
soft drink business in Circleville 
for 40 years. 
He was bom Nov. 2, 1877 in Cir­ 
cleville, the son of Matthew Lynch 
and Catherine Hirt Lynch. He waa 
married June 19, 1906 to Bess 
Sapp, who preceded him in death. 
Mr. Lynch, long active in fra­ 
ternal, social, civic, and commer­ 
cial affairs of the community, was 
a member of St. Joseph’s Cath­ 
olic 
church, Rotary club, Elks’ 
lodg*», and Pickaway Country club. 
He had served as a city council­ 
man and a Pumpkin Show Society 
director. 
He was a leader in a movement 
several yearn ago to establish a 
city park In Circleville and work­ 
ed hard to secure the site which 
is now Ted Lewis park. A baseball 
player In hia youth, Mr. Lynch re­ 
tained 
his 
interest 
in 
sports 
throughout hia life and was one 
of the community's greatest boost­ 
ers for athletics. 
In November, 1945 Mr. Lynch 
sold the Circleville Coe* Cola Bot­ 
tling company to the Coca Cola 
Bottling Company. Columbus. It 
was soon after the turn of the 
century that Mr, Lynch resigned 
his position with the local power 
company and, with John Dodd as 
partner, bought the bottling busi­ 
ness which had teen conducted by 
John D. Kemah. The penners were

lung. Men are more often afflicted 
than women and for them, the lung 
would appear to be the aecond 
most common location for cancer, 
only the stomach being a more fre­ 
quent site of thia disease. 
Early diagnosis is the only hope 
when cancer attacks an organ aa 
xital as the lung. Thus, it is ter­ 
ribly unfortunate that in the be­ 
ginning, when the growth is small, 
X-ray examination usually shows 
nothing abnormal. 


Persistent Cough 


An irritating and persistent 
cough, however, develops early. 
Sometimes, blood is brought up 
and there may also be some 
wheezing. Hence, i’ is of great im­ 
portance that anyone showing 
signs of continuing disorder of 
the lungs have special examina­ 
tions made to determine whether 
or not cancer is present. 
One of these involves the use of 
the bronchoscope, an instrument 
made up of a tube with lights that 
can be passed into the lung. A bit 
of tissue can be removed through 
the bronchoscope and examined 
under a microscope to determine 
if cancer is present. 
One* a diagnosis of lung cancer 
Is made, immediate operation is 
advisabla in most eases. X-ray 


and radium treatm ents may also 
be of some help. 
The symptoms of cancer of the 
lung are due to irritation and de­ 
struction of a bronchus which Is 
one of the large tubes of the lungs. 
As the growth enlarges, the air 
passage will be blocked, and thera 
will be stretching of the air sacs 
in tha lung, called emphysema. 
There may also be some collapse 
of the lung tissue, called atelec­ 
tasis. 
As the cancer invade* more and 
more of the lung tissue, more 
■ever* symptoms develop such as 
pain, the coughing up of large 
amount* of sputum, and lose of 
w eight 
By this tim* It may, of course, 
be too late to do much for the pa­ 
tie n t Not only will a great deal of 
the lung have been destroyed by 
the widespreading growth, but 
cells from this original cancer may 
have traveled through the blood 
stream to the brain or spinal ct ~d, 
setting up new malignancies there. 
This process of sending out new 
colonies of cancer ceils to other lo­ 
cations is known as metastasis. It 
may occur with almost any cancer 
but is especially likely in cancer 
of the lungs. 
This it the dreadful course of 
this dreadful disease and nothing 
could emphasize more strongly th* 
urgent need for its early discovery 
or bring home more forcibly the 
fact that any one who suffers from 
a persistent cough should lose no 
time in consulting a doctor.
